3,000 spend a weekend ‘in the spirit’

They came from Alaska and Albuquerque. 
They came from Oceanside and Ocean Beach. 
More than 3,000 praising, praying, learning 
charismatics filled the tiers of USD football 
stadium. 


In between general sessions and services in the 
stadium they filled classrooms at Unihi and USD 
in seminars and workshops in the largest 
gathering of Catholic Charismatic Renewal ever 
in the West. 


Starting with the prayer meeting and general 
session in the cool night air of Friday, and ending 
with the blazing sunshine of a San Diego Sunday 
afternoon, the conference showed to the con- 


vinced and the cautious alike that the spirit 
moves. 

The fastest growing movement in the Catholic 
Church came in a wide variety of ages and types. 
Its growth was reflected in a crowd of thousands 
whose genesis was a small prayer group here 
five years ago. 

“The movement itself will eventually die and 
we will end with a renewed Church,” said Father 
Ronald Mendonca, one of the diocesan 
organizers. 

They spoke and sang in tongues. They raised 
their arms to heaven in praise and prayer. And 
they heard about sin. 

“‘We must renounce the inflation of evil and 
sin,’ said Bishop Leo T. Maher, linking his 
message with modern economic problems. 


And the Charismatic Renewal movement’s 
Bishop Joseph McKinney said: ‘‘We have 
problems because we pussyfoot about sin.” 

In between working sessions they gathered in 
small prayer groups, spontaneously, easily. 
They were quietly cheerful. At the end they left 
behind a spotless sports field. 


During the two conference days 68 priests 
attended seminars by Bishop McKinney, and at 
the final Mass there were more than 40 con- 
celebrants with Bishop Maher and Archbishop 
Joseph T. Ryan from Alaska. 

“The spirit of Jesus is among us” declared the 
45 foot banner suspended 25 feet above the altar 
on the field-turned ‘‘cathedral.’”’ 

And the thousands answered: ‘Praise the 
Lord!” (See also pages 2 and 3.)

Town -of the Desert, 
Beaumont. He succeeds

fall, director since 1970, who 
resigned. and will take up 
other duties in the diocese. 

Father Covas is pastor of 
St. Catherine of Alexandria 
church, Riverside, since 
1970. Former principal of 
Notre Dame High School 
there, he is widely ex- 
perienced as an _ ad- 
ministrator. 


THERE WAS a report that 
Father Waterfall had been 
the subject of a citizen’s 
arrest under the state 
education code, but, ac- 
cording to the Riverside 
district attorney’s office, no 
official charges have been 
placed. 

Boys Town of the Desert, 


not connected with Father 
Flanagan’s Boys Town, 
Nebraska, started more than 
75 years ago, first as a school 
for Indians and later as a 
school for boys needing 
custodial care, as well as 
education. 

Though administered by 
the diocese, it is non- 
denominational and accepts 
boys without regard to creed 
or race. The school has a 
current debt of $2.4 million, 
secured by a note of the 
diocese negotiated when 
Archbishop Francis J. Furey 
was bishop of San Diego. It 
gets some state and federal 
funding. 

In cooperation with the 
Beaumont Unified School 
District, Boys Town has a 
five class ungraded school, 
staffed by Brothers of Chari- 
ty and other lay qualified 
social, remedial and child 
care workers and teachers.

The largest gathering of 
Catholic charismatics on 
the west coast came to San 
Diego last weekend. They 
met for a three-day western 
regional conference, hosted 
by prayer groups of this 
diocese. 

They were called to ‘‘make 
the power of the Holy Spirit 
operative in the world 
today,” in the words of 
Auxiliary Bishop Joseph 
McKinney of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., who represents the 
movement at the U. S. 
conference of bishops. 


MORE THAN 3,000 per- 
sons attended the -prayer 
meetings and _ general 
sessions in USD athletic 
stadium and the closing two- 
hour outdoor Mass_ on 
Sunday, with Bishop Leo T. 
Maher as principal con- 
celebrant, : 

Catholics ‘must renounce 
the inflation of evil and sin,’ 
said Bishop Maher, 
“because the greatest wrong 
man can do is to belittle the 
horror of sin,” 

He urged Catholics to 
“enjoy the harvest of the 
spirit among us’’ by 
dedicating their lives as good 
Christians. And he asked 
them ‘‘to make the spirit of 
the Holy Ghost dynamic in 
your lives.” 

THERE WERE more than 
1,500 registered participants 
from 27 states and five other

Youthful ‘religious explosion’ 


A love affair with a ‘liberating Jesus’

They didn’t even know they were a phenomenon. 

But the young charismatics, with their Bibles and 
their “‘right-ons” to Jesus and their uplifted arms fit 
right into the weekend activities — and into the so- 
called youth ‘religious explosion.’ 

Not that the San Diego charismatic conference was 
a youth event. But the charismatic movement did 
start with a Duquesne University group in 1967 and the 
under 30-crowd is still with it in large numbers. 


“T had a real gap in my life,’ one young college 
graduate said. ‘‘But I realized they (the charismatics) 
had something. So I started going to prayer 
meetings.” 

He said he found, ‘‘a deep purity, a view of hope. 
What it is is knowing God is real and loves you.”’ 

Outwardly,. many of the young people could have 
been participants at a rock festival. They brought 
their own style of clothing, their own demeanor, their 
own vocabulary. ; 


Often, in place of ‘‘Amen,”’ they shouted ‘‘right on.”’ 
And when one speaker asked the crowd, ‘‘Would you 


» die for your brother?”’ a young man replied ‘‘far out.”’ 


“The youth movement in the 60s may have helped 
pave the way for this,’ said Alan Shreck, public 
relations assistant for the conference. 

Christ presents many faces to today’s youth, ac- 
cording to Auxiliary Bishop Joseph McKinney, of 
Grand Rapids, Mich., conference keynote speaker. 
“‘There’s the Jesus of Superstar, a man for others, the 
Jesus of Godspell, who is a clown, the one for the 
Omega-point Christians who follow de Chardin, and 
there’s the one the Jesus people follow which includes 


a liberation theology and healing. 
“To the young people, this is the Jesus that frees 
them from a type of imprisonment,”’ the bishop said. 


“Our God is a God of liberation,’’ said a coordinator. 
“He wants us to get rid of our hangups.”’ 

“We need some good revolution, a_ spiritual 
revolution,” said Father James Wolff in the Sunday 
homily. 

“Right on,” several young people shouted. 

For some, it may have been a journey to what one 
person called a ‘“‘magic mountain,” a place of illusion. 

However, Father Harold Cohen, SJ, one of the 
conference organizers, said, ‘‘It is one of the surprises 
of the Spirit. It is a springtime.” 

Their voices weren’t any louder than their elders’ 
and in the more silent moments, if there were tears, 
they were in the eyes of young and old alike. But the 
young did take on faces of their own. 


The pale nordic girl, barefoot, dressed in white and | 


wearing half a pound of beads, her arms stretched to 
the sky... 

The young man with the Paul Bunyon beard whose 
huge body trembled as he exchanged the kiss of peace 
with everyone he could find. . . 

The college student who, upon receiving Com- 
munion, grabbed another student and muttered, 
“Praise the Lord,”’ as if there was nothing else to be 
said... 


The sailor from Texas who said the meetings. ‘fill 
something”’ inside him — and that he likes ‘‘to meet 
good Christian people. . .” 

The five young WERFs (‘‘Wild-Eyed Religious 
Fanatics’) who came with their priest from Burns, 
Ore. 


brings us 
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countries, but this number 
doubled at the two general 
sessions. The conference 
included five all-day 
workshops and 35 seminars, 
some repeated. 

Bishop McKinney, 
speaking on ‘‘The Spirit of 
Jesus Among Us,”’ saw Jesus 
as Savior’ — liberating, 
healing and reconciling — as 
the Anointer and giver of 
gifts, and as the Lord builder 
of God’s kingdom on earth, 

“We have’ problems 
because we pussyfoot about 
sin,’’ he said. ‘“‘We avoid the 
issue. Until we put our hearts 
on the line and empty them 
for Jesus, we cannot be 
liberated from the things 
that make us prisoners.”’ 


BISHOP McKinney, 
episcopal moderator of the 
charismatic movement, told 
the assembly ‘‘there is no 
race problem at prayer 
meetings because we’re 
looking up at Christ. He 
together as 
brothers and sisters by 
tearing down the things that 
separate us. 

“When you’ve got 
everything together in the 
material world,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘you haven’t got it all 
together unless you. have 
Jesus Christ... 

“The power of the Holy 
Spirit among us becomes 
real only when we say to 
Christ, ‘Yes, Lord.’ The Holy 
Spirit must be in the center 
of our lives before you can 
make anything happen. 


“THE STRATEGY of 
Jesus Christ is the only way 
to go. You love other people 
by serving them, you don’t 
manipulate or dominate 
them. 

“Tt’s easy to love an ideal, 
but we must love people the 
way they are, that’s the real 
key,’’ he said, adding that “‘I 
love the Church, wrinkles 
and all.”’ 


Concelebrating with 
Bishop Maher were Bishop 
McKinney, Archbishop 
Joseph T. Ryan of An- 
chorage and 40 other priests, 
many from outside the 
diocese. 


Largest west coast renewal 
gathering draws thousands 


FATHER James Wolff of 
Albuquerque, N. M., in his 
homily dwelt on _ the 
manifestation of the Holy 
Spirit in people’s lives. ‘‘His 
presence is the oneness that 
binds us and the whole 
Church together .. . 

“This is the God in our 
presence today .. . a God 
who identifies himself with 
us ... We are called to be a 
community of social sen- 
sitivity which loves one 
another.”’ 

The conference opened 
Friday evening with a two- 
hour prayer meeting, also 
attended by Bishop Juan 
Jesus Posados Ocampo of 


Baja California. 


GENERAL sessions began 
with charismatics giving 
testimony of their faith, 
reading from scripture or 
improvising a_ prayer. 
Others led in chanting 
praises to Jesus Christ, 
joined by the assembly with 
arms raised to the sky. 
There were many periods of 
silent prayer. And meny 
were moved to ‘‘speaking-in- 
tongues.”’ 


Charismatics believe that 
while ““speaking-in- 
tongues,”’ or glossolalia, is a 
help in their prayer life, this 
gift is secondary in im- 
portance to other gifts of the 
Holy Spirit. 

“We believe,’’ they say, 
“that in sending his spirit 
among us, God is calling us 
to a fuller and deeper union 
with the universal Church. 
The spirit has been sent 
among us so we might. live 
lives of love and service to 
others. 


“Through his spirit among 
us, God is calling us to a 
deeper unity in our local 
communities and prayer 
groups.”’

Water and the Holy Spirit 


The football field of USD has rarely seen so 
prayerful an occasion as when those thousands of 
hands stretched skywards in petition under the af- 
ternoon sun during last Sunday’s closing Mass for 
the Charismatic Renewal conference. 


The blessing with water — the old Asperges — 
which started the Mass brought back memories of 
past liturgies and at the same time added a new and 
intrinsically precious sacramental aspect to the 
charismatic moments of the Mass.

When Bishop Charles F. Buddy encouraged football 
at USD, way back in the 50s, they used to talk about it 
‘becoming the “Notre Dame of the West.” Since the 
Charismatic Renewal movement of the Catholic 
Church began and has its center at Notre Dame, is it 
stretching the point too far to suggest that this am- 
bition is finally realized? 


Getting to know him 


A quiet, unassuming priest of slight stature, in- 
creasingly known around the diocese, is Father Luis 
Bernal, whose excellent and earnest articles for our 
Spanish page and editorial translations always meet 
the deadline. Father Bernal is now gaining a wider 
personal audience outside San Ysidro where he lives, 
helping to spread the synod ‘‘gospel’’ around Spanish- 
speaking parishes. 


It is not easy to find entirely satisfactory trans- 
lations into Spanish. There is local adulteration of 
Spanish by hybrid words which are ‘‘fractured 
English” rather than authentic Spanish. 


Another Padre Luis 


Bishop Aloysius Willinger, the Redemptorist who 
guided the diocese of Monterey-Fresno from 1946 to 
1967 was affectionately known as “Padre Luis,”’ 
according to Father Francis Weber, the archivist for 
the Los Angeles archdiocese. The bishop earned the 


title during 18 years he served as a missionary in San , 


Juan, Puerto Rico, a tribute to the way the Baltimore- 
born priest identified with the people. 


His Spanish was to prove a source of strength and 
understanding later in the Monterey-Fresno area 
where he became bishop of the former 12-county 
diocese. Mexican-Americans of the San Joaquin 
Valley were particularly appreciative of his facility in 
their language and understanding of their needs. 


Bishop Willinger retired in 1967, marked his 60th 
anniversary as a priest in 1971, and died July 25, in 
Fresno. Now of course, Monterey and Fresno are 
separate dioceses. 
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Really, Father! 


In a recent column, Father Andrew Greeley, the 
priest who writes more than should be possible for any 
one man, spoke of bigotry. That’s a good subject for 
his biting wit. But does he really have to say: “‘I hope a 
group of Catholic intellectuals will ... raise bloody 
hell about this kind of bigotry.” 


Is such language really necessary? I would ae to 
it in my home, and I object to it in Catholic 
newspapers. 


Catholic journalist superior 


His name had a ringing sound and his words were 
some of the finest in Catholic journalism. Michael de 
la Bedoyere, former editor of the British Catholic 
Herald was a leader in both his profession and his 
faith. When he died recently, aged 73, he left behind a 
legacy of literature and comment probably un- 
matched among English speaking Catholic lay 
journalists. : 


He transformed the small introspective Irish 
nationalist journal known as the Catholic Herald into a 
widely read and intellectually respected national 
Catholic newspaper, providing Britain with 
aggressive and yet reasonable liberal thought even 
before Vatican II. 


De la Bedoyere — of Breton ancestry — was edu- 
cated by Jesuits at Stonyhurst and withdrew from 
seminary studies just before ordination, in the 
1920s. His 17 books include biographies of George 
Washington, Lafayette and several saints, including 
St. Francis of Assisi and St. Catherine of Siena. 


Changing times 


Now that the competitive element appears to have 
been eliminated from the gasoline situation, what a 
change in the much-vaunted services. 


At a big-name gas station the other day I asked for 
my tire pressures to be checked and was told they had 
no tire gauge. They found one when I threatened to 
write to the head office. A priest told me that he had to 
clean his own windshield at another ‘full service’ 
station. 


And as for night opening and Sunday supplies, these 
seem to be a thing of the past. I’m reasonably happy 
about the Sunday closing — after all, it is Sunday — 
but the night closing leaves you stranded if you have 
mechanical trouble. 


No battle ribbons 


One of the ‘“‘growing pains’ of the charismatic 
renewal, I understand, has been the tendency for some 
adherents to consider themselves ‘‘something 
special” over the spiritual g.its. 


Father Ron Mendonca, Notre Dame High School 
principal, one of the movement’s leaders in this 
diocese, told the seminar sessions for beginners at the 
conference last weekend: “‘All gifts — from diaper 
changing to tongues — are given to people as part of 
the Body of Christ. Spiritual gifts are not battle rib- 
bons or rewards of esoteric games. They are tools to 
be used in the service of the Body of Christ.’’ 


Editorial 


Next witness, please 


The recent document from Rome on infallibility 
came a month ahead of the feast established 
through exercise of papal infallibility — the 
Assumption — a little more than 20 years ago. 


Next Wednesday ceremonies throughout the 
Universal Church will mark the dogmatic 
belief that the “body and soul’ of Our Lord’s 
Mother found their resting place “in heaven.” 


For many, this is the only use of the doctrine 
of infallibility they can remember — a doc- 
trine declared at the First Vatican Council a 
century ago. 


Vatican I, reacting to the times, produced the 
edict of the pope’s infallibility under specific 
conditions. 


Vatican II refined the doctrine to apply to the 
whole People of God, expressed normally 
_ through the bishops in unity with the Pope. 


Whether it was necessary to restate the doctrine 
in terms of the recent statement “against cer- 
tain errors of the present day” may be a matter 
of debate. 


What is more important, though, is that every 
Catholic has a direct share and responsibility 
in the true and infallible witness of the faith.

The Church is not in the world to drop 
God’s name, as though my use of God’s 
name caused a magic arbitration, but 
the Church is present, rather, to keep 
alive the memory of our-crucified Lord, 
and, thus, the memory of a demanding 
and dangerous freedom amidst the 
systems.

‘Why only on Sunday? 


As women will, we were talking 
about the Mass obligation and the 
prevalent attitude of so many young 
people towards Sunday Mass. 

To many, Sunday Mass obligation is 
just that — an obligation. And 
obligation is interpreted as coercion, 
enforcement. ‘I wouldn’t go if my 
parents didn’t make me.” “It’s so 
boring, I just sit there.” “Why do we 
have to go on Sunday, why not some 
other day?” “I get more out of a walk 
by the ocean or in the mountains and 
forests.”’ 

A great deal of the time, these 
youngsters gain little satisfaction from 
a confrontation with their parents, for 
the very good reason that often the 
parents not only do-not know the an- 
swer, but are afraid to consider the 
question. 


WHEN A CHILD POSES a question 
his parent is unable to answer honestly, 
a frightening chasm opens, not only for 
the child, but for the parent. At the risk 
of becoming meaningless through 
repetition — you cannot give what you 
don’t have. We say this so often, but 
that makes it no less true. 

If a child is sent.to Mass under pain of 
mortal sin or in a sort of ritual of 
convention, what is there in Sunday 
observance but some form of insurance 
against an ‘‘unreasonable’’ punish- 
ment, albeit suspended until the 
hereafter? There is, of course, the 
question of obedience, but moralists 
today are querying the value of blind 
obedience. | 

Some questions are simple to deal 
with. Why Mass on Sunday? Why not 
Monday, Wednesday or Saturday, the 
Sabbath of Christ? A rose by any other 
name... Whatever we call it, the day 


chosen would be the day reserved for: 


worship — the day for reflection and 
prayer. 


YOU SPEAK TO THEM of com- 
munity, of the Christian community 
united in worship in a place hallowed 
and preserved for worship. Their blank 
looks indicate how tragically we have 
ignored this aspect of our religion. 


Whoever suggested that Sunday 
Mass was the only time one might enter 
into prayerful union with God, or that 
not finding this prayerful union at 
Sunday Mass negated the whole con- 
cept of public worship? 


ADMITTEDLY IT IS easier to feel 
“holy” alone, with no one to intrude 
upon our consciousness. It is often 
difficult to evoke a feeling of 
spirituality, or even prayerfulness, 
when the woman in the pew in front 
wears a hat with flowers: which bob 
whenever she moves, and her small 
child fidgets and pulls hideous faces 
over her shoulder. 

If Sunday Mass is the only time a 
person feels it necessary to seek 
contact with God — if Sunday is the 
only effort, however, desultory, to 
respond to God’s infinitely faithful 
love, then we cannot but sympathize. 


THE MASS ON SUNDAY was never 
meant to be the only worship ex- 
perience of the week. It was intended to 
be a culmination of a week of worship. 
It is a day when all worshipping people 
meet in a profession of unity — a 
profession of Christian responsibility — 
of oneness within the Church. 

Christians do not come together on 
Sunday to ‘“‘get something out of’ 
Mass. They come to put something in, 
and that something is themselves. 

A Christian attends Sunday Mass to 
share the spirituality he finds in his 
personal relationship with God and his 
fellow men, and join it with the 
spirituality of the 
congregation. 

If this is so, why are we not more 
joyful more loving, more united? 


WE ARE NOT BECAUSE we are not. 
We wait, closed in upon ourselves for 
someone else to initiate the welcome, 
the smile of acceptance. 


If we get ‘“‘nothing out of the Mass’’- 


the fault does not lie in the Mass, not in 
institutionalized religion. The fault is 
within ourselves — because we are so 
mean, so sparing of ourselves. 

So unlike Christ.

Question: 

Some new rules came from Rome about 
the eucharistic prayers. What will the 
effect be on experimental liturgy books 
(e.g., ‘‘The Experimental Liturgy 
Book”’ by Robery Hoey)? This is not 
clearly expressed in the ruling. 


On the contrary, the April 27 letter of 
the Sacred Congregation for Divine 
Worship states clearly: ‘‘The four 
eucharistic prayers presently ap- 
pearing in the revised Roman Missal 
remain, and no other eucharistic 
prayers composed without the express 
approval and permission of the Holy 
See may be used. Episcopal con- 
ferences and individual bishops are 
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strongly asked to lead their priests in a 
reasonable way to maintain the one 
practice of the Roman Church.” 

The current experimental liturgy 
books do have a value in, for example, 


non-liturgical services such as agapes, — 


penance liturgies, etc. Quite often the 
texts of these works are imaginative 
and devotional. But it is clear, however, 
that they cannot be used in place of the 
four eucharistic prayers. 


Question: 

I found a chain letter asking for 
prayers lying in a pew in church. I 
have always been told to ignore chain 
letters. Does this apply to those not 
involving money but only asking for 


prayers? Do they involve faith or _ 


superstition? 


A handwritten copy of one of a 
“holy” chain letter was forwarded to 
me. At the end of the prayer to the 
latest. target, St. Jude, we are 
instructed: “Say three times per day 
for nine consecutive days. You must 
leave a copy in church each day. The 
novena has never been known to fail.” 

Without passing judgment on the 
sincerity of people who thrive on 
attempts at celestial arm-twisting, it 
must be said that chain letters wallow 
in the morass of superstition. The 
sensible Christian will ignore such 
gimmicks entirely. © 


Talking Point

This article on authority provides useful 
background for the work of the diocesan 
synod now growing at parish, deanery and 
diocesan levels.

In the Church today there is much discussion 
about authority. The relationships of bishop to 
priest, pastor to associate, priest to people are 
questioned and challenged. As the diocesan 
synod rapidly takes shape, it might be well to 
set down a few principles concerning authority 
and its use. 

Law has a specific function in every human 
society. By its very nature, law ensures the sta- 
bility, cohesion and continuity of a social 
group. 

LAW MUST BE clearly distinguished from 
legislation. Legislation is the application of

the law in a certain situation. If this applica- 
tion is to be effective for the good of the com- 
munity, the general law must be applied 
according to the needs of the particular group. 
This is the role of authority.. 

Authority cannot stand by itself, it needs the 
support of law to shore it up.and guide its 
implementation. Authority which is extended 
beyond the limit of law is an abuse and must 
not be tolerated by the community which it is 
supposed to serve. ; 

The Church is an ecclesial society and is not 
immune to the normal rules of any human soci- 
ety. The Church functions in the midst of 
human frailty and is prey to the same faults 
and doubts which plague every living commun- 
ity. 

THE SECOND Vatican Council was an end- 
ing, not a beginning. History demonstrates that 
every council concretizes the age it represents. 
The laws enacted by the last council set the 
stage for future developments. No one council 
answers all the questions or settles all the 
problems of the Church for all time. ; 

This is the reason there have been twenty 
general councils. Each mirrored the time in 
which it was born. This is not to denigrate the 
great steps which the Second Vatican Council 
made. 

Rather it is to see the council in its historical 
setting. From the springboard of a council a 
new world view is grasped. This is as true of 
the Second Vatican Council as it was of the 
Council of Trent in the sixteenth century. 

PRIOR TO THE last council certain elements 
were foremost in shaping and indeed warping 
the functioning of the Church. For example, 
canon law had an undue influence upon the 
life of the Church. 2 

It captured the liturgy in the form of rubrics; 
it invaded the fields of moral and systematic 
theology; and it certainly guided the customs 
of the local Christian community. 

The Second Vatican Council restated the pri- 
macy of Scripture as the central law of the 


Church. Together with the living tradition of 
the Christian community, Scripture replaced 
canon law as the criterion by which Christian 
living is measured. ; 

IN THE CHURCH the ultimate law is Christ 
himself. All other laws with their application 
must be in accord with the law of the person 
of Christ. There can be no cohesion, stability 
or continuity separate from Christ. 

And consequently, freedom in the Church 
cannot exist if a law runs counter to the mind 
of Christ. Apart from Christ there can be no 
Church because the Church must be the living 
Body of Christ. 

The primary function of Church law, then, is 
to interpret the mind of Christ for the present 
age. If this is done, local legislation can then 


apply the general law according to the needs ~ 


of a community by the proper use of authority. 
In this setting the Church will thrive in unity 
and faith: : 

THE FUNCTION of authority in the Church 
is to provide the minimal conditions by which 
individual Christians may work out the will of 
God in their daily lives. This is the awesome 
task of the Magisterium of the Church. 

Jesus left us with only two commandments: 


' love of God and love of neighbor. This is the 


minimal basis of Christian life. On the legisla- 
tive level there exists the danger of multiply- 
ing laws endlessly. These are the burdens 
which Christ himself condemned in his own 
time. 

Further, on the level of authority, extreme 
caution should always be exercised. And here 
lies the dilemma. A fallible, human person is 
charged with the use of authority which can 
guide or destroy the living Body of Christ. If 
authority fails in its work, it fails not only the 
members of the Christian community, but 
Christ himself. 

HUMAN AGENTS of Church authority do not 
act in isolation. They must function within the 
limitations set by their role as pastors. This is 
true of every bishop, priest or deacon. 

To extend their authority beyond the pas- 
torate through personal preference or bias vio- 
lates the freedom of God’s people and 
ultimately, the person of Christ himself. 

If this should occur, we are faced with the 
paradox of human authority overturning the 
law of Christ which should give freedom to his 


The ultimate law is Christ 
himself--the function of 
Church law is to interpret 
the mind of Christ for the 
present age. 


Father’s adopted sons. This would not be the 
proper use of authority; rather it is coercion 
in the worst sense. No pastor can demand 
obedience to such misuse of power. 


IN HIS LETTER to the Romans (3:21-24) 
Saint Paul states: ‘‘God’s justice that was made 
known through the Law and the Prophets has 
now been revealed outside the law, since it is 
the same justice of God that comes through 
faith to everyone, Jew and pagan alike, who 
believes in Jesus Christ... both are justified 
through the free gift of his grace...” 

A use of power which violates the cohesion 
of the Christian community is indeed an attack 
upon Christ himself. and a pastor by his calling 
is bound to ward off such an attack. 

It is his duty to protect the ontological pre-

sence of Christ in his people. He must act 
outside the law and safeguard the grace of his 
community. To do less is to play the part of 
the hireling who abandons his flock when 
endangered. 


THIS RAISES some disturbing questions. 
Does a pastor who submits to the misuse of 
power by a superior assume partial guilt in 
this attack upon Christ? On the other hand, 
does a Christian community place itself in 
material schism in the Church when it dis- 
obeys the will of a superior? 

All of this points to the important fact that 
the use of authority in the Church must always 
be exercised with great care. The very life of 
the Church depends upon the proper use of 
authority. 

The Church becomes most real when Chris- 
tians gather together to celebrate the mys- 
teries of Christ. They do this through the sacra- 
ments — especially the Eucharist. 

In the celebration of liturgy they bring forth 
again the presence of Christ among them. This 
is the legacy left to us by the Lord and it is 
also the prime reason for the existence of a 
Christian community. 

THE SACRAMENTS bring to perfection the 
existing Christian community. And therein lies 
the basic function of law and authority; to 
establish that community in the first place; 
and to maintain its vitality by its minimal use. 

Only then is the faith enhanced and the com- 
munity enriched. Only then can the free gift 
of grace lift up God’s people without hind- 


rance. |

Judge Charles W. Halleck said he agreed with a 
defense lawyer’s contention that ‘‘White House 
pressure’? was behind the prosecution of anti-war 
demonstrators who recently have been holding ‘“‘pray- 
ins” in the White House to protest the bombings. 


. Thesix defendants were arrested after they stepped 
from a line of tourists at the White House and began to 


- pray. They were charged with violating the District of 


Priests, sisters arrested on UFW 
picket lines chose to stay in jail — 


FRESNO (NC) — Thirty- 
nine priests and 42 sisters 
remained in the Fresno 
county jail a week after they 
were arrested July 31 and 
Aug. 1 for violations related 
to United Farm Workers 
picket lines. 

They refused to be 
released on bail (set at 
between $400 to $1,500 each) 
until all the arrested farm 
workers were also released. 

Among those in jail Aug. 7 
was Dorothy Day, well- 
known pacifist and founder 
of the Catholic Worker 
Movement. The 39 priests 
represent nearly every part 
of the country as do the 42 
sisters. 

Among the sisters are 


several provincial superiors 
and college department 
heads, including Sister Mary 
Mardell, formerly of the El 
Cajon convent of _ the 
Religious of the Sacred 
Heart, San Diego diocese. 


New tests on Shroud of Turin 


TURIN, Italy (NC) — The 
Holy Shroud of Turin, 
venerated as the burial cloth 
in which Christ was wrapped 
after the Crucifixion, will 
undergo new tests in the fall, 
the first in 40 years, to 
establish its authenticity. 

The shroud, 13 feet long 
and four-and-a-half feet 
wide, bears the imprint of a

WASHINGTON (NC) — 
“The Anointing of the Sick 
is the most misunderstood 
and neglected of sacra- 
ments,” according to a new 
study text published by the 
U.S. Bishops’ Committee on 
the Liturgy. 

The booklet discusses 
Pope Paul VI’s instruction 
reforming the Anointing of 
the Sick and suggests ways 
of educating Catholics to 
better understand the sac- 
rament. The liturgy com- 
mittee emphasizes that the 
restored sacrament is for 
all those who are seriously 
ill, not just for those in dan- 
ger of death. 


THE COMMITTEE also 
points out that “the rites for 
the sick, which in the past 
have so often suffered from 
isolation, must be 
associated with the total 


healing ministry of Christ 
as continued in his body, 
the Church.” Care and con- 
cern for the sick is the 
responsibility of the whole 
Christian community, the 
committee says.

not appropriate to the vast- 
ly new world now coming 
into being.

FOR A LIVING: The Dark

For more than three years 
Dr. Odie Faulk sat down in 
spare moments and wrote 
short papers, on the evils of 
his chosen profession, col- 
lege teaching. 

One day Faulk counted 
his stack of papers and 
found that they added up to 
one conclusion: college 
teaching had become a 
great swindle. Faulk 
decided to publish his 
papers as a book. 

As Professor X he tells 
about incompetent profes- 
sors who xerox materials 
from books to _ piece 
together lectures, and 
choose poor textbooks so 


their lectures will not look 
bad by comparison. 

Faulk says that every pro- 
fessor should spend one 
year of every five working 
at something other than 
teaching, but laments that 
they would probably starve. 

He strikes at cherished 
academic privileges. He 
decries tenure because he 
believes it is a shield for 
the incompetent. He 
criticizes liberal professors 
who inject their liberalism 
into textbooks and lectures. 

But: he reminds you that

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Bishop protests 
abortion TV reruns 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The decision to rerun the two 
abortion segments of the television comedy series Maude is a 
“breach of good faith’ by the CBS network, according to 
Bishop James S. Rausch, general secretary of the US. 
Catholic Conference. 

“The CBS action,’”’ Bishop Rausch said, ‘‘is irresponsible 
and gratuitous,” and he called for protests. 

AFTER A MEETING last November between USCC of- 
ficials and Robert D. Wood, president of CBS television, 
Bishop Rausch said that Wood “‘seemed to acknowledge that 
CBS might have erred”? in broadcasting the abortion 
episodes. The bishop said he believed the network had 
decided not to re-broadcast the two segments. 

“The decision of CBS to re-broadcast these episodes,’”’ the 
bishop stated, “‘not only repeats but compounds”’ the original 
error. 

The two segments — which concern a middle-aged woman 
who discovers she is pregnant — are scheduled to be shown 
Aug. 14 and 21. ; 

BISHOP RAUSCH objected to the segments because, he 
said, they ‘“‘advocate abortion” and are broadcast ‘“‘in a 
situation comedy format aired at prime viewing hours when 
children are a large part of the audience.’’

It’s a question that arises 
from time to time, spurred, 
in part by those tell tale rat- 
ings (ever notice how com- 
mon the words “morally 
objectionable” are in this# 
column?) and in part by 
viewers’ own experience. 

In the last few months 
there have been a spate of 
violent, amoral films — 
from the bloody Kung-fu 
variety to the.“blaxploiter” 
(a sort of black James Bond

But there have also been 
a good number of films that 
are not amoral, not violent 
— and, in many cases rep- 
resent the best of the g), 
cinema. = 

The latest film classifica- 
tion supplement from the 
United States Catholic Con- 
ference lists 37 current 
movies as acceptable for 
general patronage and 
another 45 for adults and 
adolescents (amid a total of 
334 films). Many others, 
though for adults only, are 
highly recommended. 

The general patronage 
list includes, as_ usual, 
several Disney films — and 
such widely varied movies 
as Love from Hungary, Iam 
A Dancer, The Neptune Fac- 
tor, Sounder, Godspell, The 
Gospel Road, Fiddler on the 
Roof, An Autumn After- 
noon, Lost Horizon and a 
reissue of A Man For All 
Seasons. _

adults and adolescents are 
Brother Sun Sister Moon, 
The Emigrants (a ‘“mas- 
terpiece”), 1776 and Young 
Winston. € 

But the “condemned” list *“ 
is longer. It mentions 
Black Caesar, A Clockwork 
Orange, Deep Thrust, Every- 
thing You Always Wanted 
To Know Aout Sex, Fists of 
Fury, Last Tango in Paris, 
Super Fly and others that 
frequenters of entertain- 
ment pages might recog- 
nize. 

A report explains that 
there are enough “quality 
films” available but that 
they simply did not play in 
“neighborhood” theaters 
where the objectionable 
films did. 


“The violence of the 
times in which we live does 
deserve media comment 
and analysis and is, cer- 
tainly fitting material for 
the movies,” the report con- 
tinues. 

“However the _ actual 
issue is how the movies 
used violence — the asocial 
fantasy and romanticizing 
of blood | letting and 
mayhem have _ recently 
been perfected with a new 
realism in films, to no }} 
legitimate purpose what- 
soever.” -
